Broker in His Employ Murdered at 
Beaumont—His Fine Home Burned. 
Now Supposed Drowned. 


Hubbard, president of the New 
York Cotton Exchange an- 
mounced today that he had asked 
Postmaster General Cortelyou to send 
Dim eqpies of any complaints that 
might have been made to him against 
the New York Cotton Exchange.

That the amount of — which a 
candidate may expend to procure his 
election be limited. 

That the courts be empowered to re- 
view the acts of political State conven- 
tions and State committees in expell- 
ing the delegates and members.

party may adopt rules for direct nom- 
inations of candidates at primaries. 

That the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners and the Commission on 
Gas and Electricity be abolished and a 
new board be constituted, with power 
to enforce its orders through the

On the Hearst recount the Governor 


“Tt is a matter of the gravest con- 
cern that the views should be errone- 
ously held that one who has been 
elected to office should be deprived of 
his seat under invalid returns. The 
failure to obtain a summary recount 
through a defect in the law has ag- 
gravated the sense of injustice.” 

Referring to the ack of any limita- 
tion upon the authority of political 
State conventions and State commit- 
tees arbitrarily to exclude honestly- 
elected delegates and members, and 
the fact that the fraudulent or cor- 
rupt action of such a convention or 
committee cannot be revised or cor- 
rected by any court, the Governor de- 
clared that “minorities should not be 
permitted to make themselves majori-

DENVER, Jan. 2.—Secretary James 
Galbreath, Jr., of the American Min- 
ing Congress has received word from 
A. G. Canalisino, director-general of 
the International Bureau of Finance 
of Mexico, stating that the Mexican 
association has agreed to the alliance 
offered them where the American and 
Mexican associations undertake to 
work together in helping investors 
from either country get complete in- 
formation about mining inyestments. 

Under the agreement, any Mexican 
capita] seeking investment in America 
will be directed to the American Min- 
ing Congress for information and in a 
like manner the Mining Congress will 
direct American capital to the Mex- 
ican association, if any investor comes 
to its attention. 

One of the objects of this movement 
is to still further limit the scope of 
the wild-cat speculator.

Chamber of Commerce Committee 
Urges Use of Los Angeles County 
Stone in Postoffice. 


The committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce appointed to take up the 
matter of using California material 
in the new government building made 
its report to the board of directors 
yesterday. The report recommends 
the use of Los Angeles granite. It was 
unanimously adopted, and a copy was 
ordered ‘sent to Senator Flint. 

The report was as follows: 

“Your committee recommends that, 
inasmuch as there is an abundance 
of good granite in the vicinity of Les 
Angeles, this stone be used in the con-

The contractors’ only objection 
meeting the union fellows is 
there are no difficu'ties to settle, from 
the employers’ standpoint. No strike 
ever fell flatter than that of the car- 
penters, which was instituted Septem- 
ber 1. Then the plasterers called out 
their members and about twenty-four 
hours sufficed. to relegate the trouble 
to history. Then the plumbers walked 
out to a man and before the sun set, 
half of them were beck and the other 
half saw their jobs taken by (free 
workingmen. 

At the Bullders’ Exchange yester- 
day there were a half dozen of the 
contractors who had received letters. 
They were a unit in repudiating the 
attempt of the unions to regain a foot- 
hold in the city. 

A meeting of the various unions af- 
fillated with the B.T.C. was held Sat- 
urday night of last week and the 
communication given above issued. At 
the meeting it was hinted darkly that 
if the Master Bullders did not grant 
an audience and give over the control 
of their business to the unions, there 
would be a general strike of the 
bullding trades called on May 1. 

May 1 has been the annual strike 
day for Los Angeles unions for sev- 
eral years. Last year it failed to make 
the showing desired and September 
was decided upon for a second at- 
tempt. This has had no better results 
and the contractors are paying very 
‘ttle attention to the threats of 2 


strike.
